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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's amendment and accompanying remarks filed June 1 1 , 2008 are 
acknowledged. 

2. Examiner regrets the reopening of prosecution. 

3. Examiner regrets the premature indication of allowable subject matter for claims 1 1 and 
12.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

8. Claims 11-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Matsuura et al, 
U.S. Pre Grant Publication 2005/0064233. 

Matsuura discloses an organic electroluminescent device comprising a pair of electrodes with a 
light emitting layer disposed therebetween (see paragraph 0021). Additionally, the reference 
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discloses that the light emitting layer comprises a mixture of compounds such as E202 and 
EM28 




Compound EM202 reads on present compound G-25. Compound EM28 reads on the generic 
formula required by present claim 1 1 for the host material. 
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9. Claims 1-2, 4 and 6-10 are allowed. The prior art does not provide for the recited 
electroluminescent device wherein the light emitting layer comprises a dopant and host material 
as defined in claim 1 .
